The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 6 the word "nickel" is replaced with "hydroxylamine" and in line 7, 
the word "sulphide" is deleted. 

In claim 14, line 15 the words "nickel sulphide" are replaced with 
"hydroxylamine." 

In claim 4, line 2, the word "type" is deleted. 

In claim 8, line 3, the word "type" is deleted. 

In claim 17, line 2, the word "type" is deleted. 

In claim 24, line 3, the word "type" is deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is allowable as no prior art teaches recovering the Ni or Co from a material by 
contacting the material with the carbonate solution and a reductant wherein the 
reductant is those claimed. Rather, the closest piece of art (Francis et al 2006/0263282) 
teaches recovering the Ni or Co from laterite ores by contacting the material with a 
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reductant and leaching the material with an aerated ammoniacal ammonium carbonate 
solution, however the reductant is taught to be a heavy oil (pg 1 , paragraph 0004). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
